U.S. Borrowing Near Legal Limit 


Pelosi planning vote 
next week to stretch 
nation’s debt ceiling 


Washington 

With the national debt projected 
to soar by nearly $1.4 trillion this 
year, congressional Democrats are 
planning a year- end push to dra- 
matically increase the legal debt 
limit so they don’t have to revisit 
the politically uncomfortable issue 
in 2010, when they will face voters 
in November. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif., said Thursday that she 
would include legislation to raise 
the debt ceiling in a must-pass 
defense spending bill headed to 
the floor of her chamber next week. 
“We need to have a vehicle so that 
the Senate can vote on it, and it is 
our intention to have something on 
the Department of Defense bill,” 
Pelosi said. 

House leaders have yet to settle 
on how much to raise the debt ceil- 
ing, now at $12.1 trillion. Numbers 
as high as an additional $1,925 tril- 
lion are under discussion. Federal 



Internal Opposition 

A small group of moderate Demo- 
crats in the Senate have threatened 
to vote against increasing the debt 
limit unless Congress creates a bi- 
partisan task force to address the 
nation’s fiscal problems.

Officer Kills Man in Times Square 



New York 

A plainclothes police officer chased 
a scam artist through sidewalks 
crowded with holiday shoppers and 
tourists Thursday in the heart of 
Times Square, killing the suspect 
near a landmark Broadway hotel 
after a gunfight that shattered box 
office and gift shop windows, police 
said. No one else was injured. 

The 25-year-old suspect and his 
brother were trying to dupe tour- 
ists into buying CDs and movies 
along Broadway and 46th Street 
just before noon when he was rec- 
ognized by a sergeant who runs a 
task force that monitors aggressive 
panhandling. Police Commission- 
er Raymond Kelly said. 

The officer asked them for their 
tax identification, which allows ped- 
dlers to sell on the streets. But the 
suspect took off running, eventually 
into the Marriott Marquis hotel’s pas- 
senger drop-off area, Kelly said. 


The sergeant pursued, and the 
man turned and fired with a Mac- 
10 machine pistol; he got off two 
shots before it jammed, police said. 
The officer fired four times, strik- 
ing the suspect in the chest and 
arm, and killing him, Kelly said. 

Duncan Stewart, a Broadway 


casting director, said the incident 
was unlike anything he’d ever seen 
during his three years working in 
Times Square. 

“It’s one thing to see the Naked

Newly enshrined among the 
world’s great peacemakers, Pres- 
ident Obama offered a striking 
defense of war. 

Eleven months into his presiden- 
cy, a fresh Obama doctrine. 

Evil must be vigorously opposed, 
he declared as he accepted the 
Nobel Peace Prize on Thursday. At 
the same time, he made an impas- 
sioned case for building a “just and 
lasting peace.” 


Pronouncing himself humbled 
by such an honor so early in “my 
labors on the world stage,” Obama 
turned his Nobel moment into a 
defense of armed intervention in 
times of self-defense or moral neces- 
sity.

Arrests Highlight 
Global Terrorism 


Americans detained 
in Pakistan reveal 
militants’ wide reach 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

The arrest in Pakistan of five Amer- 
icans who authorities say might 
have been on their way to terror- 
ist training camps highlights the 
growing internationalism of Pak- 
istani militant groups — both in 
their aims and their appeal. 

The men, who had not been 
charged as of Thursday night but 
were being questioned by the FBI, 
have been connected by Pakistani 
police officials to at least two armed 
Pakistani groups, Jaish-e-Moham- 
mad and Lashkar-e-Jangvi. In recent 
years, both groups have increasing- 
ly been linked to al-Qaeda. 

Police officials suggested that 
the five Americans arrested Tues- 
day might have been headed to 
North Waziristan, the tribal land 
that has become al-Qaeda’s home 
base. The region is used as a train- 
ing ground for fighters and as a 
staging area for attacks against U.S. 
troops in neighboring Afghanistan. 
Pakistani police officials said the 
men made clear that they intended 
to wage jihad, or holy war. 

For decades, Pakistan has had 


a long roster of militant groups, 
each with its own goals. But Pak- 
istani analysts say the organiza- 
tions have recently begun to show 
an unprecedented level of coop- 
eration and appear to be working 
toward a common agenda that 
involves attacking U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 


Unusual Suspects 

The five men arrested in Pakistan 
don’t fit the typical profile of other 
Americans arrested on terrorism-re- 
lated charges, according to the FBI, 
the Christian Science Monitor report- 
ed. Unlike others suspected of terror 
ties, these men are from middle-class 
homes in the Alexandria, Va., area and 
were well-educated and assimilated 
in their communities, (express) 


Pakistani analysts said the case 
of the five Americans arrested in 
Sargodha, coupled with that of a 
Chicago man charged this week 
with helping to plot last year’s ram- 
page in Mumbai, suggests that rad- 
ical groups in Pakistan are finding 
an audience in the U.S. 

“It shows that this is truly a glob- 
al phenomenon,” said Talat Masood, 
an Islamabad-based security ana- 
lyst and former Pakistani gener-

Catoe Jr. was finalizing details, 
an indication that the transit chief

Mikulski’s criticism was strik- 
ing because she has been a key 
supporter of Metro on Capitol 
Hill, where she worked to secure 
dedicated federal funding for 
the transit agency.

Old Hospital Could Go to District 


Civil War-era facility 
may be transferred 
to city, redeveloped 

Washington 

An appropriations bill moving 
through Congress could help deter- 
mine the fate of a vacant Civil War- 
era hospital in Southeast Washing- 
ton, just east of the Capitol. 

Rep. Sam Farr, D-Calif , includ- 
ed a provision in the bill that would 


allow the federally owned Old Naval 
Hospital at 921 Pennsylvania Ave. 
SE to be transferred to the District. 
The House approved the appropri- 
ations package Thursday; the Sen- 
ate is expected to consider it in the 
coming days. 

D.C. residents and public officials 
have been advocating for nearly 10 
years for the transfer and redevel- 
opment of the stately building that 
has fallen into disrepair. 

“This is good news for the Dis- 
trict and good news for the Old

Naval Hospital,” said Guy Martin, 
vice chairman of the Old Naval Hos- 
pital Foundation, which won the bid 
to redevelop the hospital.

Martin said the foundation has 
about two-thirds of the $10 million 
needed to convert the building into 
a community center, known as the 
Hill Center. Most of that money 
has been appropriated by Con- 
gress and the District, Martin said.

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War Hero Wins Flagpole Battle 


Richmond, Va. 

A 90-year-old Army veteran who 
was awarded the Medal of Honor 
during World War II is thanking 
people who supported his battle to 
keep a 21-foot flagpole in his front 
yard, now that his homeowners 
association has dropped its demand 
that he take it down. 

Retired Army Col. Van T. Bar- 
foot read a statement Wednesday 
thanking “neighbors and people all 
through the country who have sup- 
ported me in flying the American 
flag here in front of my home.” 

Barfoot’s comments came a day 
after the Sussex Square homeown- 
ers association dropped threats 
of legal action against him. He 
erected the flagpole in Septem- 
ber, despite being denied permis- 
sion to do so because it violated the 
neighborhood’s aesthetic guide- 
lines. The association original- 
ly had threatened to take Barfoot 
to court if he failed to remove the

pole by Friday. 

“In the time I have left, I plan to 
continue to fly the American flag 
without interference,” he said. 

The issue generated attention 
nationwide, including support for 
Barfoot from Virginia’s U.S. sena- 
tors.

the homeowners group’s request 
“silly.” 

Barfoot, a Mississippi native, 
was awarded the Medal of Honor 
during World War II for actions 
near Carano, Italy, in May 1944. He 
was credited with standing up to 
three German tanks with a bazooka

Watching “The Princess and the 
Frog," I could alnnost feel the writers 
ticking off boxes as they attennpted 
to rework the princess nnyth — and, 
in turn, Disney’s role in creating the 
Princess Industrial Connplex. The set- 
ting nnoves fronn Vaguely European 
Country to New Orleans. Mom is very 
much alive, escaping

At times, it feels 
that the film’s cre- 
ators are trying too 
hard to move away 
from the concept that’s been pay- 
ing the mortgage since Snow White 
woke up (and particularly since Ariel 
swam into view). But there’s one mo- 
ment where the film turns to the par- 
ents and says “We wrote the stories. 
But you bought the dresses, the hats 
and the wands." “Princess" opens with 
Tiana and her wealthy friend Char- 
lotte listening to Tiana’s mother read 
“The Frog Prince." (Ohhh, meta!) Tiana 
wears a plain dress and a play crown; 
Charlotte is in full princess garb. Later, 
we find that Charlotte’s dad buys her 
closets’ worth of dresses fit for royalty. 

Tiana hears the same stories, but 
the imaginary doesn’t dominate her 
life — her parents don’t allow it, so 
Tiana grows up with a sense that her 
own worth is more than who she mar- 
ries. “Princess" just may be Disney’s 
most thoughtful princess film to date, 
because it not only creates a new 
world — it takes a look at the real one 
young girls inhabit.

Freeman captures with 
perfect pitch the inner workings 
of a man who, put in charge of a 
country still ravaged by the still- 
fresh violence and injustices of 
apartheid, sees an opportunity 
for healing in the rites and rituals 
of sport.

Eastwood adopts a flat, unin- 


flected style for “Invictus,” wise- 
ly letting this remarkable story tell 
itself with a minimum of flour- 
ish or underlining. The result is a 
thoroughly absorbing, inspiring 
movie that, like last year’s “Milk,” 
features one of the year’s most 
galvanizing performances. Free- 
man doesn’t merely imperson- 
ate Mandela as much as personi- 
fy not just political genius but an 
almost superhuman suppleness of 
character. Rugby is exciting, sure, 
but there’s nothing more thrilling 
than radical forgiveness in action.
